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Remarks 

Claims 1 -20 arc pending in Ihc subject application. By iliis Amendment, Applicants liave 
amcndccl claims 1, 2, and 3, canceled claims 6-20, and added new claims 21-71. Applicants 
rvspectlully submit that this amendment will require no further search or cxatninaiion on the part of 
the Bxarnincr and does not constitute new matter. Support for the new claims can be found 
throughout tlio subject spccirication and in the claims as originally filed (sec, for example, parai":raph 
[Oil]). HiUry and considerulion of the amcndmcnt.s presented herein is respectfully requested. 
Accordingly, claims 1-5 and 21 -7 1 are currently before the lixaminer. Favorable considcmtion of the 
pending claims is respectfully requested. 

As an initial matter. Applicants submit that the elected species is directed to patentable 
subject matter. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request rejoinder of the previously unclected 
method claims and Curther request full examination for patentability under 37 C.F.R. L104, As 
claims 16-20 are canceled, Applicants aver that new claims 54-71 are directed to methods of using a 
palcntablo product and re^iucst that claims 54-71 be fully examined for patciUability.

U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Gilbert et al, and claim 1 has been ixyecicd under 35 U.SX'. § 
1 02(b) as anticipated by Dchmlow ct aL 

Claims 1-5 have been rejectee! under 35 U.S.C. § \02(\i) as anticipated by Gillespie ct al\ 
claims 1-3, S-10, 12 and 15 have been rejected undcr35 U.S.C. § 102(b) asanticipated by Achini et 
pL ; claim 1 has been rejected under Wiberg et ai ; clahns 1 , 3-6, S-10, and 12-15 have been T^jeclcd 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as being anticipated under Marinozzi et ai and I lercouct et al. ; and claims 
1-15 have been rejected under 35 U.S,C, § 102(b) as anticipated by lizciuerra et aL and Diaz et aL 
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Claims U 4-6, and 8-15 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C* § 102(b) as amicipated by 
Tufariello ei oL 

(}ly ims 1 and 2 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as being anticipoicd by Bos well 
a cfL, claim 1 has been rcjecled under 35 U»S.C, § 1 02(b) as anticipated by Baird, claims 1-2, 7-1 1 
and 1 5 have been rejected under 35 U-S.C. § 1 02(b) as amicipated by Machines ei claims 1 and 5 
have bccii rejected under 35 U.S.C- § 102(b) as anticipated by [.autens etoL and Dulayyini ei and 
chiims 1-15 have been rejected under 35 U,S.C. § 1 02(b) as anticipated by Lescop c'/ oL 

AppIicauLs reapccK ul ly traverse these grounds of rejection. Applicants subjnit that the cited 
references do i^ot leach each and every element of the presently claimed invention. Specifically, 
none of the cited relevences teach phosphate, phosphonate, sugar residues, sugars, nucleosides, 
nucleoside monophosphates, nucleoside disphosphates^ nucleoside tripliosphatcs or a substitucnt of 
forniula R9 in the Rg position. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsidcralion and 
willidnwLiI oflhc 35 IJ.S.C. § 102(b) rejections. 

It should be understood that the amendments presented herein have been made solely to 
expedite proseciiiion of the subject application to completion and should not be construed as an 
indication of Applicants^ agreement with or acquiescence in tlie Examiner's position. Applicants 
expressly reserve tlic right to pursue the invcntion(s) disclosed in the subject application, including 
any subject matter canceled or not pursued during prosecution of iU^ subject jipplication, in a related 
appUcaiion.
